JROAD TELLS HOW EMPLOYES’ 
BLUNDERS CAUSED WRECK| 


Released 


Vice-President Pearson Says Signal Op:rator 
lock When He Knew Danger 
and Realized It Too Late. 


In a report made public in St. Louis 
Wednesday Vice-President E. J. Pea:- 
son of the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
told how a double blunder on the part 
of two employes was responsible for 
the collision Tuesday morning at Brant. 
150 miles west of St. Louis, in which 
four trainmen were killed. 

One of the operators, according to 
Pearson, attempted to repair his error 
by using the long-distance telephone, 
but at the minute when he took up 
the receiver the crash occurred. 

The first blunder was made by Frank 
A. Roach of Sedalia, a train dispatch- 
er, who gave conflicting orders to the 
conductors of the two trains. The first. 
‘given to the east-bound No. 11 train, 
was that the two trains should mee: 
at McGirks. The second, given t» 
west-bound No. 12, was that thev 
should pass each other at Tipton, which 
is 19 miles from McGirk’s. 

However, according to Pearson, the 
block system of the railroad should 
have prevented a collision had it not 
been that H. 8S. Tice, block signal op- 
erator at McGirk’s, by a tragic coinci- 
dence, simultaneously made a second 


blunder, which, added to Roach’s mis- 
take, made the wreck inevitable. 

Tice was notified by J. C. Manford, 
block signal operator at California, that 
No. 12 had entered his block, and that 
the block must not be released until the 
train had passed out of it. In a moment 
of carelessness or forgetfulness, Pearson 
declared, Tice released the block and No. 
ll, thus informed that the track was 
clear, rushed into the trap. 

Tice, realizing his mistake, attempted 
to telephone to Manford to hold one of 
the trains at California. Pearson re- 
ported, but was too late. As he took up 
the telephone the collision occurred. 

Pearson went to Brant Tuesday and 
made a personal investigation as to the 
cause of the wreck. He attemtped to ob- 
tain an explanation from Roach, he said, 
but found the operator unable to speak 
coherently. He had collapsed upon hear- 
ing of the disaster. Because of his con- 
dition he was forbidden by his physician 
to testify at the inquest and before the 
State Public Service Commission, which 
Wednesday began an inquiry into the 
accident, taking testimony at Jefferson 
City.

BLOCK TRAFFIC 


They Let Little Animal Go When 
Crowd at Broadway and Pine 
Gets Angry. 


In the presence of a crowd that filled 
the streets on one of the busiest down- 
town corners of St. Louis, a little yel- 
low dog, suspected of being mad, was 
put through the third degree at Broa- 
way and Pine street by officers of the 
Huitrane’ Sorctety “(for "the 
cruelty to animals), Wednesday after-+ 
noon. 

Traffic was blocked and men stood or 
the tops of automobiles and wagons 
and hung to the window frames of 
street cars while the humane officers 
tortured the dog. 

Men Let Dog Go Free. 

In the end the crowd became so in- 
dignant and threatening that the men, 
after cutting the dog with a wire loop 
and choking it with a rope, permitted 
it to go free. 

The spectacle which attracted the big 
Broadway crowd was staged in the ex- 
cavation left by the demolition of the 
old Mills & Averil] Building.’ 

A traffic policeman at Broadway and 
Pine street had telephoned to the City 
Marshal's office that an unlicensed dog 
had been in the ruins of the building 
for several days. He asked that a dog 
catcher be sent down. 

Instead of the dog catcher, two Hu- 
mane Society officers responded. 

The dog lay panting on the board floor 
of the excavation when they arrived. 

One of the men threw a loop of thin 
wire about the dog’s haunches as it 
arose and advanced toward him, wag- 
ging its tail. If it thought it had 
found a friend it was mistaken. 

The wire, pulled taught, cut mto its 
flesh and. naturally it turned = and 
snapped at the thing that was hurting it. 
The other humane officer made a rope 
lariat and attempted to throw it over 
the dog’s head. For nearly twenty 
minutes he made toss after toss with- 
out lassoing the suffering animal. 


Crowd Gets Demonstrative. 

The crowd became demonstratiwe and 
it was apparent that its sympathies were 
with the dog. Rope barriers stretched 
around the undermined pavement were 
ignored and the crowd surged to the 
edge of the excavation. Two policemen 
tried in vain to keep back the throng. 
_ Threats were hurled at the humane 
officers and there were cries of ‘‘Which 
is the dog, the skinny one or the fat 
one?’’ 

Finally the crowd lost all patience. 
One man jumped into the. excavation 
and others threatened to follow. There 
were dangerously emphatic demands 
that the wire be removed from the 
dog’s haunches, ° ° 

The “humane” officers made a s‘id- 
way of boards and up this they pulled 
the dog to the street level. 

As a policeman advanced to case the 
strain on the wire the tortured little ani- 
mal licked his hand. That was too much 
for the patrolman. 

He borrowed a krife from a young 
man in overalls and cut the wire. 

The crowd cheered. 

“He's mad, look out,” said the stout 
humane officer. 

“Beat it,’’ shouted the crowd. 

The stout man then loosened the rope 
loop from the dog’s neck. With a look 
of mingled fright and relief, the sup- 
posed mad dog trotted west on Pine 
street, stopping to drink at a little pool 
of water left by 4 passing sprinkling 
cart.

She told Lashly 
that the sudden burst of speed re- 
sulting in her arrest was made to 
test the carburetor. 

Judge Wurdeman, who recently in- 
structed the St. Louis County grand 
jury to indict speeders as ‘“‘dangerous 
criminals,”’ accompanied Lashly to the 
courtroom and rode in the automobile 
while the: safety-speed test. was made. 
Lashly and his wife followed in another 
car, but were distanced .by the other 
machine. No accident oecurred, and the 
demonstrator insisted that a speed of 
90 miles an hour on country roads could 
be made with safety by a careful driver. 

Lashly’s personal appearance to prose- 
cute the suits in Manchester followed 
his clash Tuesday with Justice Willecken 
in Clayton, when the Justice refused to 
dismiss a speeding case at Lashly’s re- 
quest.

STEEL COMBINE 


Testifies in Reply to Government 
Allegation That Excessive 
Prices Were Paid.

_ NEW YORK, May 44.—Sudge Elbert 

H. Gary, chairman of the United States 
Steel. Corporation, resumed the stand 
today as a witness for the defense in 
the hearing of the suit to dissolve the 
corporation under the Sherman antt- 
trust' law. He continued his recital of 
the formation of the Illinois Steel Co., 
of the organization of the Federal Stel 
Co., floated by J. P. Morgan & Co, 
which took over the Illinois, the Lorain 
Steel Co. and other properties, and of 
the acquisition of the Federal company 
by the United States Steel Corporation. 

The Federal Steel Co., which the Gov- 
_ ernment alleges is a monopoly in itself, 

was launched, Judge Gary testified, ata 

meeting of officials of the various com- 

panies which went into it, held at a 

New York hotel in 1898 

‘The Government maintains that the 
company paid excessive prices for the 
various properties united in this amai- 
gamation. The witness said _ these 
values were fixed by the late H. H. Rog- 
ers, with the advice of experts, und 
were “‘conservative.’’ 

“Had you in mind at,that time the 
development of the export business?” 
asked R.° V. Lindabury, attorney for 
‘the corporation. ‘Yes, we had. The 
—Federal Steel Co. issued $100,000,000 cf 
stock to acquire the properties,’’ Judges 
Gary continued. He déclared they were 
worth at the time far more than that 
sum. 

The Government alleges that the Fed- 
_ @ral company was overcapitalized by at 
™ least $20,000,000. 

“The Federal Steel Co. was formed, ’ 
said the witness, ‘‘for the purpose of 
manufacturing steel. The effect of the 
combination was not to restrain trade. 
It was simply a business proposition. 
The question of monopoly was never 1 
any time discussed.”’

WASHINGTON, May °%.—Attorney- 
General McReynolds has decided to con- 
tend that the Southern Pacific must give 
up the Central Pacific in the pending 
dissolution of the Union Pacific merger 
and will bring a suit under the Sher- 
man law to accomplish that end if the 
dissolution plan fails to include it. 

This position of the Central Pacific is 
‘understood to be the cause of the hitch 
in the efforts of the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific to reach an agreement. 

The plan which the Union Pacific 
shortly will present to the Attorney- 
(general contemplates, it is belleved here, 
only the disposition of the $126,000,000 
of Southern Pacific stock held by the 
Union Pacific and will leave the ques- 
tion of the status of the Central Pa- 
cific to separate litigation to be begun 
by the Government. The Supreme Court 
ordered the sale of Union Pacific hold- 
ings of Southern Pacific stock and left 
open to negotiation or future litigation 
the disposition of the Central Pacific. 

The position of McReynolds regarding 
the Central Pacific coincides with that 
of former Attorney-General Wickersham, 
who threatened an anti-trust suit unless 
the Southern Pacific disposed of its sub- 
sidiary.

POSTMASTER HELD 
FOR SOLICITING 
CAMPAIGN FUNDS 


Federal Grand Jury Indicts Lee 
W. Dutro of Memphis, in Of- 
fice 12 Years. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 28.—Lee W. 
Dutro, Postmaster and president of th» 
Dutro & Hewitt Co., was indicted by 
the Federal grand jury Wednesday o” 
a charge of violating postal code No. 138, 
relative to soliciting funds from Federa! 
employes tor campaign purposes. Th» 
specific charge that Dutro obtainel 
$10 from W. EF. Roberts, clerk in the 
postoffice, Oct. 1, 1910. 

The names of the witnesses who ap- 
peared before the grand jury assign 2d 
to the indictment are H. A. Hesse, civil 
service special agent; A. C. Helmer, 
Postoffice Inspector; W. F. Roberts, the 
clerk, and Miss Alverida Baker, clerk in 
the stamp department. The examination 
of witnesses before the grand jury was 
conducted by George Durelle, Unite 
States District Attorney from Louisvills, 
especially appointed by Attorney-Gen- 
eral McReynolds of the United States 
Government to hold the inquiry. 

It is alleged that charges against 
Newell Sanders, former United States 
Senator, and Harry O. True, prominent 
in local politics, were ignored. 

The testimony of Roberts before the 
grand jury was to the effect that what- 
ever money he contributed to the R2- 
publican fund of last year was “‘of his 
own doing” and that as it was hia 
money “‘he had a right to dispose of it 
as he saw fit.” 

In a statement following his arrest, 
Postmaster Dutro declared the charge 
against him was a political plot to ef- 
fect his undoing. He declared that Har- 
ry True, Republican leader, who op- 
posed him for the office of Postmaster, 
probably will go free because of his tes- 
timony, which Dutro branded as false. 

“True was thick with Newell Sanders, 
former United States Senator,” said 
Dutro, ‘‘and neither of them is worthy 
of political office in the South. I hope 
to see Sanders buried so deep politica,- 
ly that he can never be resurrected.”’

Frisco. securities have shown a total 
shrinkage of $100,000,000 since the Tre- 
ceivership rumors became current, tre 
5 per cent general lien bonds, which 
closed at 58 Tuesday, declined to 51 on 
the New York Stock Exchange Wednes- 
day and Frisco common made a new 
low record af $3.8 a share.. The first 
preferred shares of the company are 
selling at $18, a drop of $14 a share 
within 10 days, and the second preferred 
is quoted at $7, representing a decline 
of $20 a share from recent quotations. 

Approximately 1200 St. Louisans are 
said to own Frisco securities. Most of 
the company’s common and preferred 
stocks were bought by the St. Louis 
contingent around $50, and the loss {0 
them at present figures is understood 
to run into the millions. About $20,000,- 
000 in Frisco general mortgage bonds 
are held here. 

When the Frisco acquired the Chicago 
& Eastern Illinois in 192 it bought 
180,445 shares of common stock and 
123,885 of preferred stock, paying $150 
a share for the common and $280 for 
the preferred, and obligated itself to 
pay 10 per cent dividends on the com- 
mon stock and 6 per cent on the pre- 
ferred. 

The earnings of the Chicago & East- 
ern IlHnois were not sufficient to pay 
these dividends and other obligations, 
according to Judge Priest’s petition.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—An effort to 
purge the Senate of the imputation that 
its members are being influenced by lob- 
byists and to ascertain from Senators 
exactly what approaches have been made 
to them by the “interests” has been be- 
gun, following Fresident Wilson’s pro- 
tests against the tariff lobby. It is also 
proposed to request President Wils2n to 
furnish names and supply whatever de- 
tails he knows regarding the operations 
of those who are paid to further protec- 
tive tariff legislation. 

Senator Cummins and other Repub- 
lican Senators started the movement 
They will seek to secure an investigation 
of lobbying and lobbyists. They will be 
joined by many Democrats if it ts found 
that the President desires an inquiry of 
this character. The matter is held open 
until Thursday in order that Wilscn’s 
views may be secured. 

Republican Senators have decided to 
make an aggressive and stubborn fight 
fur the investigation proposed by the 
Cummins resolution. They declare that 
the exculpation of the Senate is essen- 
tial. They expect to play politics at the 
same time and place all blame, in case 
of failure to order an inquiry on the 
Democrats. 

Senator Kenyon of Iowa will press his 
Lill requiring all lobbyists to register 
with the Secretary of the Senate of the 
Clerk of the House. He called at the 
White House to congratulate the Presi- 
dent on his statement and also to obtain 
other suggestions and support for the 
Kenyon bill. 

Lobbyists in Confusion. . 

The small army of tariff lobbyists 
which has been occupying Washington 
since the Underwood bill passed 
House is in a state of confusion be- 
cause of the President's vigorous state- 
ment on the “numerous, industrious and 
insididus lobby.” Men prominent for 
many years in official life were discon- 
certed after reading the President’s dec- 
laration and speculating on its probable 
effect. 

The method employed by the beet 
sugar interests to bring pressure to hear 
upon these Senators representing beet 
sugar constituencies was illustrated 
when Senator Shafroth of Colorado read 
a petition in the Senate signed by bank- 
ers, heads of trust companies and other 
financial institutions of his state, re- 


the -

way possible and to discredit him with 
the voters of Colorado. 

Denying that a lobby is working 
against free sugar, Truman G. Palmer, 
also representing the beet sugar industry 
here, said today that charges of Presi- 
dent Wilson along this line are un- 
founded. 

“Congress is the onby court to which 
we can resort,”’ he said, “‘and, of Course, 
the men who have invested their money 
in the industry are anxious and from 
time to time officers of the various fac- 
tories have visited Washington and have 
called on their Congressmen and Sena- 
tors and have laid their case before 
them.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, May 2.—The mili- 
tarv circles of the Bulgarian capital ex- 
rect an almost immediate outoreax of 
Lostilities between Bulgaria and Servia. 


Hulzarians Apparentiy Preparing to 
2 Attack Eleftheria. 
SALONIKI, May 28.—The most severe 


sepsion still exists between the Greek 
and Bulgarian armies facing each oth- 
some distance north of this city. 
Several clashes during which shots were 
exchanged occurred yesterday and to- 
aay. The Greeks accuse the Bulgarians 
ct assuming the aggressive. 

In spite of the declaration made at 
the Bulgarian capital that the Bulgarian 
troops have been ordered to observe a 
moderate attitude and to avoid conflict 
with the Greeks, the Bulgarian com- 
manders apparently are preparing to at- 
tack Eleftheria with a view to gaining 
complete occupation of the dominant po- 
sition of Mount Panghaion. They al- 
ready have placed guns on the crests of 
‘he hills to the southeast of Prava com- 
manding LEleftheria. The Bulgarian 
troops also have occupied the heights 
commanding the village of Bujuktu, to 
the south of Lake Doiran and he town 
of the same name, which is occupied by 
the Greeks.

UN HIS INVITATION 
IS DEAD OF WOUND 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., May 28.—A 
charge of homicide was placéd against 
James Devlin, vaudeville actor, late 
last night after the death of Policeman 
Patrick Considine of Cliffside, N. J., 
from a bullet from his own pistol fired 
by the actor at the victim’s invitation. 

The shooting took place at 1 a. m. 
Sunday in the parlor of Devlin’s home 
at Hudson Heights, near Cliffside, in 
the presence of Mrs. Devlin, who is at 
actress. Stories had reached Devlin a 
few days before to the effect that the 
policeman was paying too much atten- 
tion to Mrs. Devlin. 

“If that’s the way you feel about it, 
Jim, take my gun and kill me,” Con- 
sidine is said to have remarked to Dev- 
lin, who accepted: the invitation and 
fired a bullet into the policeman, just 
below the heart. The men had beer 
close friends. When told that he could 
not recover, Considine said: 

“If I've got to go I won't make anoth- 
er guy go, too,’”’ and steadfastly refused 
to talk about the case or to accuse 
Devlin. Mrs. Devlin is held as a mate- 
rial witness. 

She has appeared in a vaudeville act 
under the stage name of Mae Ellwood 
with her husband, who has been on the 
stage 20 years, and in “Florodora” and 
other musical productions. 

Considine was separated from his wife 
a month ago. ‘Miss Anna Devlin, 16, first 
cousin of James Devlin, said she and 
Mrs. Devlin had been at a hotel in 
Cliffside with Considine for two hours 
Saturday night.

The 
two women, followed by Considine, who 
Was supposed to be on dauty, but was 
not in uniform, then walked to the Dev- 
lin home.

Owing to the peculiar condition of the 
pleadings, the original plaintiff, the boy, 
appeared as defendant when the case 
went to trial, and the persons he origi- 
nally sued appeared as the plaintiffs, 
and introduced their testimony first 
This was brought about by the fact that 
the boy’s lawyers did not wish to go to 
trial until a case inYolving a construc- 
tion of Louis Bernero’s will, now pend- 
ing in the Supreme Court, is finally de- 
termined. ¢ . 

Testifying in behalf of the boy claim- 
ant, the Rev. Father Caesar Spigardi, 
pastor of St. Charles Borromeo Church 
said he knew the elder Louis Bernero 
and the latter’s wife well. They reared 
Emanuel Bernero as their own son, he 
said, and Emanuel addressed them as 
mother and father. 

Records of Christian Brothers’ College 
were carried to court by Brother Joseph 
and were to be introduced to show that 
Emanuel Bernero was educated in that 
institution. The records were ruled out 
as being immaterial. Judge Cave re- 
marked that he knew Bernero attended 
the college. 

Referred to Son, Mannie. 


Joseph M. Ghio of 771 Bayard avenue 
and Frank Denardo, a shoemaker, testi- 
fied they were intimately acquainted 
with Louis Bernero and his foster-son, 
Emanuel. Denardo said that once when 
he jokingly asked Louis Bernero for 
money the latter replied that he had his 
wife and son, Mannie, to care for. - 

After the three witnesses had testl- 
fled the case was laid over until next 
Monday to give attorneys for the plain- 
iiff opportunity to summon witnesses to 
the adoption contract which Louis Ber- 
nero entered into with the father of 
Emanuel Bernero, Augustino Bernero 
of Italy. 

Under the will of Leuis Bernero’s wid- 
ow, the 11 children of her sister, Mrs. 
Clotilda Longinott of Hot Springs, Ark., 
receive the bulk of the estate. 

It is contended by counsel for the 
plaintiff that the boy is the sole legai 
heir of the Berneros. This claim igs 
based on the theory that the boy’s 
father, Emanuel C. Bernero, who is 
dead, had been legally adopted by the 
Kerneros, who were without a child. 

Louis Bernero died in 1904, leaving his 
estate to his widow. She made a will, 
it is said, leaving her property to her 
alleged adopted son, but he died before 
she did and she executed another will 
leaving the bulk of her property to her 
sister’s children. 

Last December, Judge Muench handed 
down a decision in another branch of 
the litigation, in which young Bernero’s 
representatives sought to set aside Mrs. 
Louis Bernero’s will, holding that he 
was unable to find a law by which he 
could decide in f:.vor of the plaintiff. 

The boy’s attorneys, Sale & Sale and 
Thomas D. Cannon, appealed from this 
decision and the case is now in the 
Supreme Court. 

$10,000 Left to Boy. 

Emanuel Bernero was a son %f Augus- 

tino Bernero, brother of Louis Bernero. 
Augustino died in Italy last September. 
By the will of Louis Bernero’s widow 
he got $2000. Emanuel Bernero’s child 
was left $10,000 for his education. 
_ The defendants, in their answer, ask 
that his counsel be required to accept 
either the provisions of Mrs. Bernero’s 
will entirely or renounce the $10,000 pro- 
vision concerning their client.

Three Distinguished St. Louis Germans. 


fe the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Is it not strange that the gentlemen who or- 
ganized an association to erect a monument to the 
memory of Carl Schurz, Dr. A. Preetorius and Carli 
Daenzer, have overlooked three important Ger- 
mans who preceded these men. The first of these, 
Mr. Weber, was the editor of the Anzeiger des 
Westens from 1840' to about 1850, wielded a fear- 
less pen against the then dominant slave power. 
His articles in the Anzelger were translated int9 
English and published in such a manner as to dis- 
figure the arguments. To overcome this, Mr. 
Weber translated his arguments into correct En- 
glish, published the same in his paper alongside 
of the German. As an illustration of the battles 
he so fearlessly fought, here is one incident: A 
free negro was followed by a constable from the 
steamboat on which he was steward to the old 
Cathedral on Walnut street, and there driven in & 
corner. A fight resulted, the constable losing his 
life. The next day thb negro was burnt at the 
stake on Lucas place. Mr. Weber denounced this 
outrage in the most vigorous language, calling 
upon the authorities to punish the leaders of the 
mob, which, of course, was not done. The mob 


ethen went to the Anzeiger building on Third 


street to take revenge. Mr. Weber and a few men 
in his employ met them with shotguns and drove 
they away. Mr. Weber kept on battling against 
the Institution of slavery and disunion, notwith- 
standing that he was in constant personal danger. 

In 1850 Mr. Weber was succeeded in the owner- 
ship and management of the Anzeiger by Hein- 
rich Boernstein, a very able and fearless writer, 
under whose leadership, with the powerful assist- 
ance of F. B. Blair, John Howe, Filley, ete. the 
German element was consolidated in one compact 
body against slavery, secession and disunion ele- 
ment. The result of this was when the Civil War 
commenced, 10,000 men of German birth stood ready 
to defend the Union the moment President Lincoln 
authorized the enlistment of 10 regiments. What 
this meant for the cauge of the preservation of

HAT is the perfect summer cos- 
tume for women?

In Paris a co- 
terie of French painters has just ar- 
ranged on exhibit of artistic dress de- 
signs, as opposed to the weird products 
of the French costume establishments 
All over this country cries of protest aro 
rising against the summer styles as 
Paris has dictatéd them. From the pui- 
pit, from the bench, even from the 
American woman herself, have come in- 
dignant comments on the bizarre ex- 
tremes to which the French costumers 
have gone in their search for new and 
sensational designs.

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DID GIVE INTERV 


Tells of Meeting Morgan Firm 
Financier in Paris When Au- 
thenticity Is Denied. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 28.—Henry Davison 


of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
having denied the authenticity of the 
interview with him which the New York 


World and the Post-Dispatch published 
last Saturday, as received by cable from 
the Paris correspondent, the World and 
Post-Dispatch cabled instructions to the 
correspondent to explain at once all 
the circumstances of his meeting with 
Davison and exactly what took place 
during the interview. The following re- 
ply was received today: 

PARIS, May 27.—The first time I called 
on Mr. Davison at the Hotel de Crillon, 
he sent down word jovially that he was 
at his bath and could not receive me. 
The second time I called he was out. 
The third time I called was Friday after- 
noon, after 3:30 o’clock. He promptly 
received me in his sitting room. I re- 
mained about an hour, perhaps a few 
minutes more. I am not known to Mr. 
Davison personally, never having seen 
him, except as a reporter when on the 
New York Sun, and then never for a 
long interview, but only for a simple 
question, and had never spoken with him 
for more than a few seconds at a time. 
When I entered Friday afternoon he 
did not recognize me, even confusing 
me with some New York Press man he 
had known, I assuring him that I was 
a New York World man and had never 
been with the Press. 

Purpose of Interview. 

I apologized for my trivial openinz 
question regarding the itinerary of his 
journey, making it clear that that ques- 
tion was only routine and.not the pur- 
pose of the interview. He replied in 
de’ ail to this first question, mentioninz 
tue vacation rest he had taken at A!x 
les Bains and his plans for going io 
London and sailing for home on the 
Mauretania. 

After noting the date of his sailing 
I clearly proceeded to the interview, 
asking Mr. Davison what he thoughr 
of President Wilkon’s action in with- 
drawing the United States Government’s 
support from the American Banking 
group in the Chinese loan, 


Mr. Davidsowe replied seriously, care- 
fully selecting his phrases, as for for- 
mal publication, that really he had not 
known what to think or what to fell 
inquirers, but had just that morning 
seen in the Paris edition of the New 
York Herald Secretary Bryan's official 
statement of our new foreign policy. 

Mr. Davison then searched the waste 
paper basket, found the Herald and 
read the quotation aloud. As, in his 
talk, he elaborated on Mr. Bryan's 
statement. Mr. Davison cautionsiy re- 
fused to answer my inquiry if the style 
did not remind him of the famous 
“Prince of Peace” lecture, as he did 
other leading questions, the conversa- 
tional situation clearly being that I 
was trying to induce him to go further 
and stronger all the time, to make a 
better interview, while he parried. The 
interview proceeded with constant 
questioning and fencing, reiterating and 
modifying of statements, each sentence 
of my cablegram representing the r- 
sult of several minutes exchange of 
talk. 

Chinese Loan Story. 

Mr. Davison told the story of his ex- 
planation of the Chinese loan situation 
tu the State Department at length, ex- 
plaining the necessity of so much detail 
by the fact that the Wilson administra- 
tion had just come into power, and 
therefore did not know the history of 
the case. In speaking of his conversa- 
tion with Secretary Bryan, Mr. Davison 
quoted directly, ‘‘I said’’ and ‘“‘he said,"’ 
and so forth. 

The remarks about the American peo- 
ple now getting what they wanted; 
about President Wilson's playing poli- 
tics and hunting popularity, and about 
the new class alignment of the rich and 
the poor, were delivered in far greater 
detail than they were cabled, with fre- 
quent qualifying, changing and expound- 
ing of meaning, Mr. Davison explicitly 
saying that he wanted me to understand 
that he was analyzing an interesting, 
perhaps inevitable, American special sit- 
vation impartially and intellectually, 
rather than personally, bitterly or mean- 
ly criticising the administration from the 
viewpoint of an injured party, conclud- 
ing: ‘You see, I don’t want to appear 
as oriticising the administration in that 
sense.” 

Mr. Davison dwelt especially on the 
fact that he was really giad radical 
theories were being thoroughly tried 
out in the United States. The matter 
of monied men being at a discount at 
Washington was much reiterated. 


With reference to foreigners’ opinions 
of our Government's action, and its in- 
evitable effect of keeping American 
bankers out of international financing, 
Mr. Davison mentioned European finan- 
cial men he had seen recently specifi- 
Cally, though not by name, as “a Rus- 
sian I saw here in France the other 
day,” and so forth. 

Mergan Condolences. 

When we had finished talking of the 
Chinese loan I asked some questions 
regarding Mr. Morgan’s death. - 

Davison held up, 


in the conversation, saying about like 
this: 

“As to the condolences at the time of 
Mr. Morgan's death, ricage don’t make 
any mention of what i «ay about them. 
They are not for publication, you un- 
derstand.” 


I answered “I understand.” The inter-

I took no notes at the interview, be- 
cause I have trained myself never to 
take notes except on names, initials, 
dates or figures, that practice being par- 
ticularly characteristic of Wall street 
reporters, so I am sure Mr. Davison 
could not possibly have got, in the ab- 
gence of a notebook, the impression 
that he was not being interviewed.

Iron Age’s Weekly Review 
Takes a Conservative View 
of the Outlook. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 28.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 

“The market of toiay was apparently 
under the influence of the sharp break in 
St. Louis & San Francisco stock and 
bonds, in resporse to yesterday's late 
bews of a receivership. The company’s 
first preferred stock declined nearly 7 
Points on restricted dealings, and the 5 
ber cent bonds fell more than 6 points 
under rather heavy selling. 

“This may have meant that holders of 
these securities were taken off their 
guard by the receivership news, or it 
may have signified that, with so many 
attractive opportunities in other and al- 
together sound securities, investors in 
‘Frisco’ were disrosed to sell for what 
they could obtain, securities whose inter- 
est payments would be suspended. 

“The second of these influences may 
have played its part in causing today’s 
weakness in other low-priced shares. At 
any rate, the market seemed to be gov- 
erned mostly by sentimental influences, 
and they were not favorable. 

“The selling affected the high-priced 
shares also, though ir a less degree. De- 
clines, taking the market ‘as a whole, 
Vere extremely irrepular, and the last 
hour was marked bv recoveries. 

Bends Are Easter. 

“There was some heaviness in New 
York City bonds and the new 4% per 
cents were sold frequently again ut par. 
The market for those and for other mu- 
nicipal and state issues was somewhat 
depressed, and the indications pointed to 
few bids being made by bankers here 
for the forthcoming sale of $11,000,000 4 
per cent bongs by the State of Tennes- 
bee. 

“The bids will be o;,.ened next Monday, 


and since the State is not obliged to get} 


par for the issue, the chances are taat 
the bonds will he sold at any price. 

“The United States Government issues 
were quite strong, “wing in part to the 
purchase by out-of-town banks which 
expect to receive fresh deposits of pub- 
- sg funds under the forthcoming distribu- 

“From the nuinher of plications for 
such deposits received by¥ the Treasury 
from out-of-town vanks, it is clear that 
the 2 per cent interest charge exa-ted 
by the Government will not deter in- 
terior institutions from carrying as large 
an amount of public funds, as the secre- 
tary of the Treasury is willing to let 
them have. 

“There appears to be good pene for 
expecting that most of the $10,000,009 de- 
posits to be distrivuted by the Treasury 
after June 1, will go to banks outside 
the metropolis. 

‘The usual shifting of collateral by 
Government depositories was e® factor 
market today and while 
such transactions were not of large vol- 
ume, they represented a fair amount of 
business for a dull day. 

“No gold was trken for Europe, which 
means that shipments to Paris. will not 
in all probability be resumed before next 
week,’ 

Market News Negative 

“There was nothing in today’s 
news which could be said to have 
caused the weakness. The one. defi- 
nite announcement—that the Attor- 
ney-General had decided to insist on 
the surrender of the Central Pacific 
by Southern Pacific—was not, to be 
sure, a point in favor of Southern 
Pacific; but it was manifestly a step 
towards simplifying the Union Pa- 
cific’s problem. 

“Puropean stock markets were, as 
a rule, better, thouch London seemed: 
to be depressed by the weakness here, 
the revived demand for gold hy Ger- 
many, and the virtual announcement 
that the Bank of England rate would 
not. be reduced this week. 

“The Iron Age, in its weekly review 
of the steel and iron market, again re.
